lin, at the annual dinner of the National 
Agricultural and Industrial Development 
Association, which was held in the Shel- 
bourne Hotel, Dublin, last night, Mr. H. D. 
Pearson (President) in the chair. : 

The President proposed the toast of “ Irish 
Industry and Commerce.” He said that the 
membership of the Association was far and 
away greater than it ever had been before, 


Teer was a distinguished attendance, 


and the enthusiasm of its members was 
greater than it had ever been. That en- 
thusiasm was the result of the successful 
work which the Association had done, and 
was a tribute to the unselfish efforts of the 
Council. Their position to-day was a living 
justification of the Government’s policy: of 
protection. The members expressed their 
indebtedness to the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce for the great work he had 
done for industrial development, and. for the 
courtesy he always had extended to the 
Association. alee 

Thirty years ago the organisation con- 
sisted of a small croup of marnrfactyress trv- 
ing to compete under impossible conditions. 
In these days it was barely respectable: to 
be Trish manufat turer. To-day thev 
seek “bebenem on all sides in the work of 
giving employment to our people, and in 
roducing for ourselves the goods previously 
imported. Mr. Lemass had personally guided 


me 


. jnsurmountable. 


and directed the new policy, and had over- 
come difficulties and prejudices that seemed 
Many members of the 
Association felt that there still were ont- 
standing questions for solution in furthering 
the economic prosperity of the country. 


COAL-CATTLE PACT 


Continuing, Mr. Pearson said :—‘* We 
should like to express the hope that the pre- 
sent unhappy relations between this country 
and our neighbour across the water will be 
ended as soon as possible, and the increase 
in our industrial. production be no longer 
hampered by the depvession in our agricul- 


pride in our industries, we still believe that 
the welfare and contentment of our people 
mainly depends on the degree of prosperity 
which may be enjoyed by those who devote 
their labour to agriculture. I feel sure that 
the coal-cattle agreement, which has recently 
been concluded. is the work of the two 
Ministers whom we _ are pleased to 
have with us this evening. I hope 
this coal-catile agreement is the starting 
oint of a series of agreements that will 
some our exports up to a figure that will ; 
balance our imports. When this is done this 
country will. have achieved prosperity un- 
known to former days.” . 

They looked forward with pleasure, he con- 
tinued, to the promulgation of “‘ industrial 
codes,” to ensure that the people would 
receive adequate remuneration for work well 
done, that conditions of labour were satisfac- 
tory, and that their employés could look for- 
ward to.some provision being made for their 
i old age. The heavy taxation in our State 
| had prevented many firms from accumulating 
funds for such, measures. . 

He suggested that some adequate conces- 
/sion should be made in respect of profits re- 
invested by way of capital outlay. He hoped, 
also, that some further allowance would be 
made for depreciation in their plants. The 
five per cent. allowed by the income tax 
authorities was totally inadequate in these 
days of high-speed machinery. 


NATIONAL POLICY 


Mr. JVemass, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, who responded, said on the success 
of their present efforts to secure prosperous 


conditions for industry and agriculture “in 
Ireland would depend for many years to come 
the future of the nation—its strength, its 
dignity, its status among the nations of the 
earth. On their ability to secure the fullest 
possible development, of the resources given 
by Providence would depend their power to 
prevent a resumption of the enervating drain 
of emigration and to provide the means of a 
decent i elihood in Ireland for all our people. 


Prospemity for Ireland—a secure and stable 


operation of the public is required—tasks 


their day. That prosperity would not be 
secured by industrial development alone. 
There were none who believed that it could. 
That prosperity would not be secured by con- 
centrating on agricultural production only, 
although there might be some who thought 
otherwise. Neither was prosperity to be 
attained merely by the revision and improve- 
ment of our public finances or by the aile 
lation of our public finances; or by under- 
taking public works, but by a combihation 
oí all those things. 

““Our advance against poverty and de- 
pression must be made over a wide front, 
calling into’ our service: every force which 
can be utilised to expedite our progress and 
to help us over the obstacles that impede 
it. National policy appears at the moment 
to necessitate the placing of the greater 
emphasis on the desirability of equipping 
ourselves to undertake industrial production, 
as least to the extent of supplying our own 
needs in industrial goods, but that is only 

single’ phase of the movemént for the 
restoration of the prosperity’ we desire. 


THE EASIEST PART 


“May I also say that industrial develop- 
ment in many ways is the easiest part of 
our task, because everything requisite for 
success in that matter is present—and has 
heen present for a long time—including a 
public opinion alive as to the need and the 
gcone for such development.” 

Continuing, the Minister said that the re- 
organisation of agriculture, the initiation, 
financing and execution of necessary public 
works, establishment of social service needed 
to enable the State to make adequate pro- 
vision for those who were unable to provide 
for themselves, and gver and behind all 
their plans, the need for keeping public ex- 
penditure within the limits of their ability 
to provide the means of payment—these were 
the more difficult of their tasks in respect 
of which the active and understanding co-
